a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The show was 


past due, but early this morning I saw no 
signs of it and was startled when it com- 
menced to fall. Those clouds are neither 
high nor heavy, and what they mean by 
dropping white flakes I am at a loss to 
know. i have inquired in every direction 
and learned that not a spot of the blessed 
earth hereabout is getting snow to-day ex- 
cept St. Louis. That was exactly the case 
resterday, too. For the last five years the 
rst snow has visited this region between 
the 10th and 19th of November. So you see 
it got in on schedule time yesterday and 
I wasn’t surprised. But what is Pp ucin 
it to-day is past my comprehens on and 
want to repudiate all responsibility. 


In less than an hour after the fall began 
it had almost grown into a creditable snow- 
storm. The atmosplere was a mass of mov- 
ing white. A keen wind blew from every-~ 
where at once and sent the snow acurrying 
and eddying fm all directions. Men pulle 
their hats down over their eyes on entering 
the streets and those with mustaches kept 
puffing like porpoises to keep their hirsute 
adornment clear of the frigid flakes. La- 
dies covered their faces with veils, and the 
pelting snow kept them mopping their eyes 
to save the pretty glisten in them. 

Rut the storm proved all a bluff and 
fizzied out nearly completely by 11 o’clock 
gaye for fugitive littie flakes that sailed 
through the nipping air like fire flies that 
go a-mating at night. The earth was so 

reedy as to melt the snow almost as fast 
as it fell and drink it, though for a little 
while the bouldered streets were covered 
with a thin gauze of white.

The 
storm has a crazy sort of southeast move- 
ment and is bound to strike St. Louis, says 
the Government weather-maker. 


Pending its arrival there will be a rise of 
temperature here to about 35 or 4 above 
zero. That isn’t very cold, but it’s cold 
enough for everybody w hasn't a predom- 
inating element of Nors lood in his veins 
and a ravenous appetite for blubber. At 7 
o’clock Wednesday the thermometer marked 
the lowest point. Then it was @ above. 
This was five degrees colder than Dr. Frank- 
enfield had bargained for. At ll o'clock it 
had gone up to 24%, but nobody extépt Dr. 
Frankenfield will believe it. he tempera- 
ture will keep rising, he says, until to-mor- 
row evening. That means that this Mani- 
toba blizzard is preparing to move on to 
give place to the one from Alberta. 

It has now spread itself out all over the 
country East of the beeosmwerngy J Valley, 
galloping over the prey ountains 
as though they were mole hills. It is as 
cold everywhere on ‘the Eastern seaboard 
as it was here early this morning, except 
on the North Attantic coast. 

Heavy snow or rain is sure to come with 
the blizzard from Alberta to-morrow even- 
ing, says Dr. Frankenfield.
